CAIRO, Sept. 2 (Agencies) — Just a day 
before Prudent Jimmy Cutei's Nfideast 
envoy is due here to try to restart the Palesti- 
nian autonomy talks, Egypf s fbieign minis^ 
ter said the mission will fail unless Israel 
changes its Jertisalero stand. . 

“Egypt is prepared to return to the bar- 
gaining table to discuss some sort of auton- 
omy for 1 .5 million Palestinians on the West 
Bank and Gaza ‘Strip, but only if Israel 
reverses its stand that Jeras^in wiD be the 
Jewish state's capital." 

Foreign Minister Kamal Hassan Ali made 
his remarks in an interview with the 
authoritative AlAArom newspaper. 

“We see no chances of success as long as 
the current Israeli position remains 
uDchaj^ged, and in feet we e:q>ect more obsta- 
des from Mr. Begin if the talks continue. 
Egypt vrill be wining to resume the negotia- 
tions only if Israel declares that Jerusalem 
and the settiements are negotiable," Ali said. 

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat sus- 
pended the tnifcg in early August after the 


IsraeUfMifament, the Knesset, voted over- 
whelm^igly to formally annex Arab East 
Jenisa^m!aod declare the entire city as 
IsraeFs capital. 

Card's! envoy, Sol Linowitz, arrives in 
Egypt Wednes^y for talks with Sadat. 
Lin^tt met with Israeli Prime Minister 
Menahem'Begin Monday. Ano^n meetmg 
was schooled for later Tuesday. Rwg iri has 
called for an immediate resumption of the 
■talks. But Sadat wants riiem to be adjourned 
until after the U.S. presidential elections in 
Novemner and then to resume with a Camp 
David-style summit - 

Meanwhile, Egyptian Vice-President 
Hosni Mubarak arriv^ in London Kfonday 
night on the second leg of a Eurc^>ean tour 
aimed at stepping up diplomatic pressure on 
Israel.

Prince Sultan' said that during his recent ' 
visit to Austria he signed agreements for the 
purchase of light weapons including 
machmeguns, traiisport vehicles arid ammuiy 
jtion. A Saudi Arabian military mi^oo vis- 
ited Austria later for the same reason. 

Collective Arab efforts to produce arms 
make sense, the prince said, but has to be 
viewed viritbout forgetting the Arab Indus- ^ 
tries Orgaiiization (yUO) which wa^f»sed in 
Egypt. After Egypt signed its peac^ treaty 
with Israel, the deal collapsed. 

The AlO was financed by Saudi Arabia, 
Qatar, the United Arab Emirates and 
Kuwait When the four countries withdrew, 
Egypt continued operations alone. 

The vastness of the Kingdom demands 
military installations throughout the coun^. 
Prince Sultan pointed out Part of the Ki^ 
Khtded Milhazy Com(^ wit] be ready in two 
years, vritfa the remainder expected to be 
finidied in four years. Stnbe riie defetue plan 
covets the entire country, defense installa- 
tions won' t be confined to just one corner, the 
prince said.

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DAMASCUS, Sept 2 (AP) — President 
Hafez Assad agreed Tuesday to merge ^ria 
with Libya to strengthen Arab defenses 
against Israel, a government statement 
reported. It said Assads agreement was 
made in a telegram he dispatched to Presi- 
dent Muammar Qaddafi minutes after the 
Libyan leader called for the merger as the 
" last trench of Arab defense against the 
Zionist enemy. " 

Sources said they expected Qaddafi to visit 
Damascus soon. " The Syrian people and 
m^tf were deeply moved by your uni^ 
^^peaL " Assad safo in the telegram broad- 
en by Damascus radio. " This unity appeal 
has struck an immediate fevorable response 
amonst us." 

" We stand together on the path of uniQr... 
and we stretch out our hand to shake yours in 
order to be^ at once the work to bring about 
this great goal. " 

Syria has been calling for unified Arab 
action to mOitaiily confrmt Israel ever since 
Sadat began his peace initiative with the 
Zionist state. 

Syria's uni^ effort with neighboring Iraq, 
conceived at the 1978 Baghdad summit, hu 
foundered on old rivalries between the Arab 
Baath Socialist Par^ factions that rule the 
two countries. 

If toe Ubyan people do not agree to sup- 
port such a union, Qaddafi said he wiU go a^ 
fi^t as a commando with the Palestinians. 
" Either this dedsaon is taken or Fm going to 
take arms and fight in Galilee, " Qaddafi told 
a crowd of 50,000 gathered to celebrate the 
eleventh anniversa^ of the revolution that 
brought him to power. 

The speech was broadcast live on Ubyan 
and Syrian televirion. Qaddafi praised Syria 
for resisting the " Zionist aggresrion. " He 
also called for more Ubyan embassies to be 
transformed into " people’s bureaus, " par- 
ticularly in Arab states. 

He the United States is willing to go to 

war against Saudi Arabia, Ubya or other 
nS-producing ^tes to defend its access to 
petroletm. ' 

" In the name of God, start^ today, I am 
going to inform the Palestinian movement 
that 1 am registered as a commando with 
them, " Qaddafi said. 

The 38-year-old array colonel blasted 
Israel for mOitaiy activity in Lebanon, where 
Israeli jets recently shot down a Syrian 
jKGG-21 fighter.." Given what the enemy is 
jdoing, it is the responsibility of Ubya to 
defend Lebanon." (Iladdafi said. " I suggest 
■that the people's congres^ should discuss 
the issue of merger or union between Syria 
, and Libya so each country can bear what the 
other bears. ” 

J At that point, hundreds of listeners close to 

( the podium began to chant " we are union- 
ists. ” Qaddafi smiled and shook his fist and 
occasionally chanted with them. 

Syrian Prime Minister Abdul Rauf Kasm 
led a Syrian delegation that was in tbe audi- 
ence during tbe ^dress. Qaddafi, an ardent 
backer of Arab nationalism, has pieviou^ 
sought at separate times to merge with Egypt 
and Tuniria. One reason for tbe fefluie of 
those efforts was the insisteooe by Ubya on a 
stricter adherence to Islamic law than the 
other two nations were wiDing to accepL 
Qaddafi spoke for nearly three hours. A 
govemment-appointed translator provided 
.smnil^eous translation from Arabic into 
Engl^ for foreign journalists. He said oO- 
pToducing countries "are helpless against the 
mi^t of the United States." He aefafed; "Tbe 
.United States wiD not hesitate to launch war 
against ^udi Arabia or U’b^a because of oO, 
since ofl is very important to tbe Americans.’' 
Qaddafi also proposed to sell Libyan oil at 
discount prices to Libya's allies and friends. 
He sugg^d a price of $20 a barrel might be 
appropriate, compared to Ubya's current 
price for Hs top-priced ofl of more than $37 a 
barrel. He called on Ub^ citizens to 
“march" on Ubyan embassies to transform 
them into people' s bureaus, singling out Arab 
countries. 

Qaddafi also said his country plans to 
strengthen its ties with’ the Soviet Union, but 
did not {novide details. Ubya has bought sev- 
eral bflIioQ dollars worth of arms from Mos- 
cow and has provided refuellm^ and repair 
facilities for Soviet ships in Ubyan ports on 
the Mediteranean.

cerning Jerusalem and Palestinian refugees. 


He said the conference also decided to 
issue a resolution calling fora boycott of press 
reports and films published by countries that 
support Israel or recognize Jerusalem as the 
capital of the Jewish state. 

Tbe three-day conference, opened here by 
President Suharto on Monday, was anended 
over 300 delegates from SO countries 
throughout the world induding Japan, 
Australia, tbe United States and CMada and 
tbe Palestinian Uberatfon Organization.

Sept. 1 3 to 1 9 
and Oct. 25 to Nov. 4.

that the first phase of the program includes 
visits to Iraq and Kuwait, and the second 
covers Qatar. Bahrain, the UAE and Saudi 
Arabia. Talks with officials in charge of cul- 
tural affairs in these countries are planned. 
The participants in the prognm represent 
member countries in the educational bureau. 
Or. Tuwaijri said. 

Meanwhile, the summer Quran memoriza- 
tion school of Hasa held a ceremony to mark 
the end of its 60-day activity Tuesday. The 
ceremony was attended by Educational ofii- 
cials in the region, and students' guar^ 
dians. Prizes and 250 certificates were 
awarded to distinguished students. 

The summer school was allocated 
SR80.000 for incentives. For every part of 
the holy book memorized, students axe paid 
SR200. There are 30 divisions in the Quran. 

Hasa Education Director Ibrahim Al- 
Hussaini said that a new Quran memoriza- 
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tion school will be opened in Mubraz the 
beginning of the next acadenuc year. Regist- 
ration for applicants has opened at the Qutan 
memorization school of Hofiif, he said. Stu- 
dents will be provided with tree transport 
from and to the school in addition to a 
monthly incentive of SR250. 

In other developments in Hasa, the Social 
Development Center is engaged in several 
social, health, cultural and agricultural pro- 
jects this year. The total cost of the projects 
amounts to SR44S million and will serve 
more than 4,500 people. 

The director of the center. Khalifa AJ- 
Nmm, said Monday that the projects include 
building several kindergartens in Jafr, 
Rumaibh, Minezla, Umran, and Fudul. The 
Ministry of Labor and Social Affairs has con- 
tributed SR84,000 of the overall cost of the 
kindergartens, Naim added. 

Pakistan to build 
town near Lahore 
honoring Faisal 

JEDDAH. Sept. 2 — The Pakistan jsov- 
enunent will build a new town which will be 
named after the late King Faisal, according to 
embassy sources here. 

They said the town, near the major dty of 
Lahore wQl include 352 villas wbi^ will be 
reserved for Pakistani nationals servii^ in 
Saudi Arabia and other Gulf states. For this 
purpose the Chairman of Pakistan's House 
Budding Finance Corporation will be visiting 
the county beginning SefK. L2. He will meet 
with Pakistani nationals in Jeddah, Mecca, 
Medma, Riyadh, Dammam and A1 Khobar. 

The Faisd town wiU be the second major 
housing project to bear the name of the Ki^ 
who is dMply revered by the people of Pakis- 
tan. Alrei^y one of the biggest industrial 
cities in the countiy, Faisalabad, bears his 
name. It is the hub of the textfie industry in 
the Punjab province. 

King FaisaTs mosque in Islamabad will be 
one of the finest in the country. The highway 
leading to it is named Sliara-e-Faisal, as is the 
main road of Karachi. 
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Arab^Eton ’opening soon inEnglant 
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By a Staff Writter 

JEDDAH. Sept. 2 — What is already 
being dubb^ the Arab “Eton” in England 
uiO open officially next week for Arab ai^ 
other foreign students wishing to pursue their 
high school education in one of the most pic- 
turesque settings in the country. 

*nie sdiool. owned by the Avicenna Foun- 
dation, is financed by Saudi Arabian 
businessmen as a non-profit enterprise aimed 
at pitniding good British “public'* school 
education in addition to Arabic and Islamic 
studies. The idea came from a discussion 
between the former Iranian Ambassador to 
Saudi Arabia, Jaafer Raed, and several Saudi 
Aralrian gentlemen in London, 

“ We discussed the desirability of setting up 
a great school that can gjve our boys solid 
English education and still teach them Arabic 
and Islamic history and reiigion,” Jaafor said 
here this week. “The gentlemen 1 talked to' 
were at once enthusiastic and offered to put 
up the money to stan the process of realizing 
tile scheme.** An Iranian citizen, Jaafer is a 
well-known Arabic scholar and author. He 
spent many years in the country’s foreign ser- 
vice before quitting last year to devote him- 
self to learning and teaching. He looked for 
suitable school sites, finding the right location 
— 125 acres of parldand in the Vale of 
Evesham Gloucesteishire. Lawns surround 
its 1 9th centuiy main building. 

Eventually the plan may cost well in excess 
of £ 1 million as more students ore enrolled 
and the teaching staff bill rises. The school 
aims at providing one teacher for every ten 
students to ensure maximum benefits, he 
said. 

"It is a tribute to the Saudi Arabian 
businessmen who bought shares in the foun- 
dation without really caring whether it wrill be 
commercially viable," he said. "They wanted 
a great school no matter how ntuch it cost, 
and that is what we are going to get," he said. 
In the near future the names bf the members 
of the board and other participants will be 
made known, he said. It already looks like a 
who's who of famous names in the Kingdom. 

Since most of the students will be Arab, the 
risk of their choosing to speak in Arabic at all 


times will be minimized by the injection of a 
number of British and American students. 
The foundation will grant scholarships to a 
few Brit^ students while some American 
boys have already applied for enrollment. 
Special care, Jaafer s^, will be taken to pro- 
vide the b^ possible English language 
laboratories because of the background of 
the students many of whom will be very week 
in the language when they first enter the 
school. 

Because boys will reach Avicenna College 
with varying levels of experience and und^ 
standing, all students will have to undeigo a 
preparatory program. "The aim is to maim 
sure that ea^ boy is sufficiently fluent in 
English and its applications to different 
ac^mic subjects to benefit from his futun; 
studies," according to the brochure. 

"Sul^quentiy the boys will move inti> 
their resp^tive classes acrarding to their age 
and previous experience. In forms five and 
six, students are prepared to sit for the GCE 
at l^th O and A levels, with the aim of obtain- 
ing a place for them in a suitable univers'ity 
either in the U.K. or the U.S.A." 

Although the school claims that its fees are 
"reasonable and compei'itive," at £5000 a 
year they are nearly twice as much as those 
charged by Eton, one of the most venerable 
schools in the worid. But since it combine

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Begin *s failure 

Israeli defense post vacant 


TEL AVIV, Sept. 2 ( AP) — Prime Minis- 
ter Menahem Begin failed Monday in an 
attempt to fill the vacant defense ministers 
portfolio as a hard-line member of parlia- 
ment turned down the top job. The rejection 
by Moshe Arens, chairman of parliament's 
foreign affairs and security committee, left 
Begin himself holding the defense portfolio 
as he has done since Ezer Weizman resigned 
over policy disputes in May. 

Explaining his reasons. Arens told repor- 
ters. ** It's no secret that I opposed the Camp 
David agreements and the pieace treaty with 
Egypt". Arens said he was not willing to 
accept collective responsibility as a c^met 
member in canying out terms of the treaty. 

** We have some very significant differences 
in opinion on the issues," Arens said after a 
meeting with Begin. "The conclusion on both 
sides was that the gap is too laige." 

Arens, 55. is a member of Begin's own 
Herut Party, the dominant center of the 
prime ministers governing Likud Bloc. 
Arens emigrated to the United States as a 
teenager and came to Israel in 1 94K. He is an 
aeronautical engineer educated in the United 


States, and he advocates a strong military 
policy relying on weapon. .ly* built in Israel. 

If Arens had taken the post it would have 
meant three of Begin's top ministers had 
opposed the Camp David acairds and the 
Isracl-Egypt peace treaty. Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir and Finance Minister YigaJ 
Hurvitz alsii refused to support the peace 
agreements. 

Begin now spends one day a week attend- 
ing exdusiv'cly to defense ministry aBairs — 
an arrangement his critics say is a dangemus 
lack of attention to Isracfs basic security 
problem. Bui Begin has been unable to find a 
candidate acceptable to the fractious parties 
in his coalition. 

Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon, the 
Hawkish ex-general who directs the settle- 
ment of Jews in occupied Arab territories, 
campaigned publicly for the defense job, but 
the Democrats and Liberals in the coalition 
said they would pull out. causing the govern- 
ment to fall, if Sharon were appointed.

their beadquaners at the village of Vanafo 
during the weekend. 

They were sdll being interrelated, and so 
far. only a handful of the rebels had been 
transferred to prison in the capital. Port Vila, 
the spomesman said. 

Meanwhile, the Vanuatu government is 
activefy trying to encourage people to return 
to their homes on Eq>iritu Santo following 
the collapse of the reunion. 

However, many people said here they were 
afraid to go back yet. The government has 
DOW reopened the post office in LuganviDe and 
people whose houses were looted are being 
encouraged to return under the protection of 
the Papua New Guinea troc^. 

Nobody has yet set a lime on the length of 
stay of the troops, but sources here said it was 
likely to be “a matter of months." 

But the presence of tfae troops is deterring 
some former Santo residents and do not want 
to return and have to live under the protectioD 
of a machine gun.

Strife sparks Brazil arms exports 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Sept. 2 (AFP) — 
Brazil is first developing coun^ to start 
its own lai^scale. aims exporting industiy, 
although it is still minuscule beside the four 
"majors* of the Um'ted States, the Soviet 
Union, France and Britain. 

Anns sales for 1980 are expected to readi 
$500 million as a result of an ambitious mar- 
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keting offeuave, including advertising in the 
new^peis of Gulf states, which even so is 
just in early stages. For sale are Brazilian 
li^t tanks, armored cars, amphibious trucks, 
military training aircraft and helicopters. 

/'Older bools are being filled legulaify 
with new foreign contracts," according to 
arras industiy sources. "We have a whole 
arsenal of a variety of weapons suitable for 
the interaationaFmarket." 

This new industiy was bom firom oecessify 
12 years ago when the BrazQian army was 
fighting _ a number of local guerrilla actions. 
Ix>cal companies started manufacturing «waii 
numbers of light armored cars and tanks 
modified to operate under Biazfliao Hirwari<* 
and geographical conditions. 

When the guerrillas had been overcome, 
the government realized that it possessed 
specialized military equipment like all- 
purpose armored vehicles unavailable any* 
where in the world e^pt the Soviet Union. 
At that moment the Brazilian arras industiy 
was bom. 

Its center is at Santo- Araaio, in the state of 
Sao Paulo, where the Engesa Company has a 
group of 60 engineers researching various 
aras development projects. The group is 
aided by 2^ other specialists in this field. 

A Brazilian spedality is a series of li gh t

BUENA PARK, California Sept. 2 (LAT) 
There weren't ver>- many of them, some of 
them didn't recognize each other, and all of 
them looked like 60ish middle-cl^ Ameri- 
cans. 

In the jungles of Burma and China 36 years 
ago, operating far behind Japanese lines for 
months, they made legends of themselves and 
their leader, Maj. Gen. Frank Merrill. 

They were Merriirs Marauders, and last 
week they were again. They wore slack suits 
and sport shins but on their heads were the 
black or maroon berets of their old Ranger 
battalions. 

"I walked dose to 900 miles in the swamps 
and j angles in the months we were back of the 
lines," said Ray Braden of Colorado Springs, 
Colorado, who now is president of the West 
coast group of the Marauders. "It was mud 
and fi^tin^ a lot of hand-to-hand fight ing . 
Sometimes it was not that dose. Th^ were 
just two or three feet away you couldn't sic 
them. We killed a lot of them." 

Ibe adjoining rooms at the Buena Park 
Hotel began to fDl wi A chatter. Drinks w-ere 
passed around. Scrapbooks were opened. 
"We ate raw rice by the handfu! 

" I wore out threeipairs of jun gle b^ts..."

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TIME FOR PRESSURE 

The Aipericaii and iatemationB^news media carried the report of 
the press oonf^^ce oiUed tQT..tbe RepubUcan candidate for the 
piesideDcy RonfH Reifigaii, in which he renounced hisfonD'eriiader' 
taking to restore'diplomatic links with Taiwan once he is elected for 
the job. 

That move did not come out of any good will on Reagan’s part 
toward China.

The truth 
is that Israel wants to use the time between now and the end of the 
American presidential elections for the acoomplisfament of a max- 
imum number of “facts", with which to con&mt the United States 
once latter is free to face up once more to tile real issue of the 
Middle East, the question of l4jestinian rig^. 

The daitger at present is that the Israelis are free from any external 
pressure against their boundless greed and aggressiveness. Egypt can 
do nothing ej^pt break the talks, while the United States is occupied 
with the presidential elections. And this has led some Arabs to call 
for patience, and to await the results of the elections in November 
before ffying to break out of the present impasse. 

Such a view would indeed be the logic^ one,' bad the Israelis been 
content to sit out the interim period. But this is not what they are 
doi^ Their aggressive moves against the population of the occupied 
territories continue and intensify, and wiU not cease until aS hope of a 
real autonomy for the Palestinian people is lost. This means that 
IsraeTs designs have to be confironted on all levels and by all possible 
m?ans. For unless this is done, the Arab world will find before long 
that conditions have changed comptetely. 



Behind Soviet excuses in Kabul

LONDON — 

Officials who have the job of esqilaimng Soviet 
polk^ to tile West have been tr^g for months to 
allay fears about tiie long-term meaning of Mos- 
cov/s inva^n of Afghmiistan. They have said 
repeatedly that Afghanistan was not a prelode to 
further S^et military moves. “We don’t regard 
Af^anittan as some sort of springboard for miUt- 
aiy incuroons in other areas," was how Geoigi 
Arbatov, head of Moscou^s Institute of the USA 
and Canada, put it in a recent interview vtith an 
American new^per. 

Arbatov and other Russian like/zMstie *s com- 
mentator. Alexander Bovin, have sought to jusufy 
this by explaining why the Soviet leadership felt it 
had to intervene in .^Jghaoistan. | 

Tb^ say that, firom the Soviet point of vie « the 
situation in Afghanistan was disastrous in 
December 1979. The Marxist-Leouiist re^me 
installed by the .^xil 1978 revolution (coup mi^t 
be a more accurate word) was on the pitint of ool- 
l^ise. 

According to Bovin, "we had dtiier to bring in 
troops or let die Afghan revolution be defeated and 
the country turned into a kind of Shah's Iran." 

Bovin and other Soviet foreign affairs experts 
argue, botii in print and in private oonversatioas, 
that any new regime that might have been set up by 
the Islanuc freedom fighters would have been viol- 
ently anti-Soriet. 

V^at is more, Bovin daims, it would have 
opened the way "for a massive American military 
presence in a oounoy which borders on the Soviet 
Union and this was a diallenge to our country’s 
security." 

Arbatov has even said tiiat the United States 
fleet, gathered in the Indian Ocean to put pressure 
on Iran over the American hostages, was also sus- 
pected ^ Moscow of being there to intervene in 
Af^aoistan. 

The argument that Soviet secuxiQr was involved, 
and that it was going to the help of a l^al govern- 
ment at foe latter's request (which Moscow must 
stidc to in sftite of foe killing of President Amin after 
foe arrival of foe Soviet troops) ate the traditional 
arguments of a great power. And Bovin, for one, is 
ready to accept that. 

"We knew that foe dedsion to bring in troops 


would not be prqjular in foe modern world" he has 
written, "even if H was absolutely legaL But we also 
knew that we would have ceased to te a great power 
if we refrained from carrying the burden of taking 
uxqiopular but necessary dedsions, extraoidinaiy 
dedsioas prompted l^ extraordinary circums- 
tances.** 

If people in the West were convinced that the 
Soviet Union was behaving simply like any other 
great power, they would be less worried foat foey 
are by Afgh anistan, But they are not at all sure that 
Russia is not a great power wifo a difference: an 
idedog^ great pofwer which beheves foat it is 
doii^ foe work of histoiy (as revealed to Marxist- 
Lemnists) by ejqandii^ its influence and helping to 
create more Commimist govemmcais. •«> 

Hmsc doubters have already pidred on a recent 
comment by Bovin: 

"Histoiy and politics cannot always be fitted into 
le^ formulas. There are situations when non- 
intervention fr a disgrace and a betrayaL Sudi a 
sitiiatioo develqped in Afghanistan. 

“And when I bear voices of protest from people 
who daim to be democrats, humanists and even 
revolutionaries, saying that fo^ are outraged by 
Soviet "intervention," I tell them this: it is logic that 
prompted us. If you are against Soviet military aid 
to revolutionary Afghanistan, then you are for the 
vicroiy of oounter-ievolution. There is no foird 
way." 

Is this a revolutionary power or a great power 
talking ? Bovin has used tl^ argument in front of 
Western audiences and hs purpose is not to win 
understanding from Western governments but sup- 
port from Conmunists and the Left in general in ti^ 
non-Communist world. 

ItisdassicaUy Bolshevik. “There is no tlurd way** 
was Lenin's theme in his battle against bis other 
opponents on foe Left. It is Moscow’s argument 
against Peking and all other wayward ruling Com- 
munist parties. 

In the context of Afghamsian it is also a tactical 
argument to shore up the Soviet position in the 
Communist world (induding East Europe, where 
foe A^ao adventure is trot popular).

Vice Consul Andreas Farsakh believes that 
rite number of Americans, which has tripled 
sipce 1973, has now peaked. 

The workings of diplomacy have always 
seemed highly mysterious to the man-in- 
the-street who suspects that important things 
are kepi hidden in principle. \^fliat in fact do 
the men and women who are U.S*consular 
offioersdo once they've passed through those 
heavy doors locked with secret combina- 
tions? 

James Ealum and John Stahlroan, chief of 
the economic section, described the routine 
of their days. Much of it ts as humdrum as the 
work of administrators in every field* reading 
reports and the press, and messages from 
other missions. Then, said Stahlman, there is 
the preparing of reports and updates on Saudi 
development projects. “ One third of the time 
is spent viating," added Ealum, since “to 
develop the infonnation requires getting out- 
side the office." 

Strictly diplomatic matters, said the Consul 
General, are handled by the embas^ in Jed- 
dah, but some of the information used as a 
basis for decisions is developed in Dhahraa 
Cameras are not permitted inside the consu- 
late except with special permission to avoid 
photographs of such information. 

The Consulate General in Dhahran cele- 
brates its 30th anniversary next year. In 
1942, the U.S. sent a legation to Jeddah, and 
Saudi Arabian reciprocated by dispatching a 
representation to Washington in 1946. Both 
these offices, expiained Daryl Daniels, vice- 
consul for public affairs, became embassies in 
1949. Ail consular busbess in the Eastern 
Province, including the issuing of passports 
and registration of births and deaths, was 
done by foreign service officers on visits from 
Je<^h. In 1949. a foreign service officer set

up an office in the ARAMCO compound in 
Dhahran. The following year the office was 
relocated at the Dhahr^ Airport. In 1951. 
the first consul. Parker T. Hart, took up resi- 
dence in the two newly C 9 mplezed limestone 
buildings of the consulate general. 

Since then, the Consulate General has 
enjoyed gradual growth. There are now 2 
commercial officers, one for business and 
trade and one for long-range development 
and planning. An Infoimation Office was set 
up 3 years ago. It helps Saudi graduates as 
many as 300 of whom yearly kpply there to 
find suitable graduate training programs in 
the U.S. This office also makes available the 
texts of major policy speeches by the Presi- 
dent and summaries of U.S. editorials on the 
Middle East. 

In addition to providing routine consular 
services, the consulate h^ts a tax assistor 
from Jeddah to assist expatriates in filing 
their returns. Its participation in the workings 
of the IRS extends no further. “It is a mytii 
that IRS people go through our files," said 
Consul Faisakh. 

The Dhahran Consulate Generafs main 
interest is commercial, to obtain the max- 
imum national advantage with the minimum 
friction. It will help set up 4-to-6 trade 
exhibits this year, llie consulate's work in 
making business easier for Americans has 
some advantageous spia-off for the King- 
dom's entrepreneurs as well. The Consulate 
Genera) will assist them free of charge to find 
appropriate U.5. suppliers, introduce them to 
American firms seeking representation in the 
Kingdom, and locate U.S. partners for joint 
ventures and licensed loc^ production of 


stateside brands. Commercial libraries with 
trade directories and reference works on 
American industry arc available. "A Saudi 
businessman interested in buying steel." 
explained Daniels, “won't likely find out 
from his travel agent which the big steel cites 
are. We can help him with such information." 

The Foreign Service Officers of the UnitiM 
States are an elite. Many would like to join 
their ranks. About 15,000 Americans take 
the foreign seiv*icc exams every year. Only 1 0 
per cent of the candidates exceed the cut-off 
score in the grueling test of cveiything from 
the U.S. Constitution to the state of the fine 
arts. After an inteiview and back ground 
investigation, the 1 .500 are trimmed down to 
a ranked list of 200-400 of both sexes, all 
races and socio-economic classes. These arc 
the candidates chosen to represent their 
country abroad. 

No Foreign Service officer is allowed to 
stake out his turf for long in any one pan of 
the worldTours are usu^ly 2-4 years dura- 
tion. If the officer is trained in a “difficult" 
language like Arabic or Chinese, how ever, 
he either has longer tours ofseveral of them 
in the language re^on. 

About half of all U.S. ambassadors are 
career diplomats. The others are political 
appointees, nominated by the Preudent and 
confirmed by the Senate. One advantage of 
political appointees, thought one consular 
official, is that “ they get a letter ear from the 
White House." Whenever a new President is 
elected, ambassadors submit pro forma res- 
ignations.

Russia, Iran 
still at odds 
over gas price 


TEHRAN, Sept. 2 (R) -- The Soviet 
Union is still in a deadlock with Iran over 
the price of'lranian gas supplies outgoing 
Iranian Oil Minister Ali Akbar Moinfar 
has said. 

Iran was still seeking a fivefold increase 
in price, horn 76 cents per million British 
thermal units (btu) to nearly $4, he told a 
press conference Monday. 

The Soviet Union had taken 10 billion 
cubic meters of gas annually through a 
trans-border pipeline until pipeline dam- 
age and the price dispute halted supplies 
in March. Several talks since then have 
failed to re$ol\« the dispute. 

Moinfar said Iran did not have much gas 
to supply the Russians because of 
increased supplies to domestic consumers 
since last year's revolution. 

Moinfar charged that the Soviet Union 
had been taking gas from Iran "at a next to 
nothing price" and selling its own gas in 
Europe at much higher prices. He said the 
price being sought by Iran was in line with 
international market rates. 

Moinfar. who was not included in the 
new (»binet presented for pariiamenta^ 
approval Sunday, said his past year in 
office had been a very successful one for 
the Iranian oil industry. 

He said the new government would con- 
tinue the policy of conserving the coun- 
try’s main energy resource for as long as 
possible. The revenue from oil exports ' 
was at present more than enough to cover 
import, costs, he added. i 


voted overwhelmingly at the annual confer- 
ence of the Trades Union Congress.

Coalminers' leader Arthur Scargill, a 
prominent hardliner and strike organizer, 
was cheered when he declared: "TelT this 
government clearly that we'll use our 
strength, including industrial aaion. if any of 
the acf s provisions are used against a trade 
union official or rank-and-file member of our 
movement.” 

He added: "We're not prepared to 
accept...tlus act that takes away the rights of 
the trade union movement which we've won 
in a centuiy and a half of strugg^.” 
Blunderwoman 

Harry Urwin, chmrman of the TUC's 
Employment. Policy and Organization 
Committee, branded the prime minister 
"blunderwoman and her vandals” and 
declared the government is seekiiig to 
"Starve” strikers back to work by withholding 
social security payments. 

Union leasts gave no indication what 
strikes could be planned. But union anger has 
been mounting for months as unemployment 
swelled to more than 2 million, or 8.3 percent 
of the national workforce — the worst level 
since the 1930s. 

This stems from the 15-month-old 
Thatcher government’s policy of massive 
^nding cuts and high interest rates to curb 
mflarion, currently running at an annual rate 
of 16.9 per cent.

Mugabe stresses private enterprise 


SALISBURY, Sept. 2 ( AP) — Freed from 
13 years of economic sanctions and secret 
business deals, Zimbabwe opened a 30- 
nation conference Monday to unveil its 
investment and trade potential. 

Socialist Prime Minister Robert Mugabe 
told about 1 ,000 people, including 300 fore- 
ign delegates, that private enterprise had a 
significant rote to play in Zimbabwe as long 
as it accepted state objectives and priorities. 

•'Private enterprise from outside 
mu$t...lend itself to subsetantial local partid- 
pation and management, and while it retains 
the right to remit its dividends and profits, 
ensure that substantial percentages are re- 
invested." he said. 


Mugabe, who led the seven-year-guerrilla 
war against nine decades of white mtnorire 
rule in the former British colony, emphasiud 


Zimbabwe's commitment to "a Socialist 
egalitarian democratic society.” 

(t was Mugabe's first major address since hts 
return this weekend from the United States 
and Britain. Mugabe was in New York to 
accept Zimbabwe's entry to the United 
Nations as its 153rd member. He also made a 
plea at a special session of the General 
Assembly for increased economic aid to 
Third W'orld countries. 

While in Britain. Mugabe urged British 
Foreign Secretary Lord (Arrington for grea- 
ter investment and aid to Zimbabwe. 

Economists say that only a few million 
investment dollars have been received since 
independence in April. But to make Zim- 
babwe more attractive, the government has 
lifted 15-year restrictions on remittances of 
(»ofit5 abroad and guaranteed repatriation of 
all new investment capital after tw*o yean. 


Lopez Portillo outlined new projects ii> 
reduce population growth, to try ro make 
Mexico self-suffident in fr>od production, 
expand heavy industries such as steel, 
impit^ve education and health and reduce 
uneroployment. All this, he said, will be 
financed'with the country's huge new oil 
revenues. 

He also announced an increase in Mexico* s 
proven oil and gas reserves from 50 billion to 
60.1 billion barrels and potential ones from 
200 to 250 billion batjels, enough to meet the 
country s domestic and export needs for the 
next M years. 

Two-thirds of this is crude oil and the rest 
gas. 

Mexico is not a member of the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries, it is 
currently the world's fifth oil producer at 2.3 
million barrels a day, with approximately half 
of this exported. He said prwiuction will be 
limited to 2.7 million bair^ a day during the 
remainder of his six-year administration, 
which ends Dec. 1. 1982.

Because she knew West 
had started with four clubs, 
four diamonds, four hearts 
and, hence, only one spade. 
Obviously the Difihess Tiad . 
three ^ades IMirand inJn<T 
was the king the grand slam 
could not be made. Alice’s 
only hope, therefore, was that 
West’s singleton spade was 
the long. 

So Alice went up with the 
ace and, when the king fdl, 
^e was jubilant indeed. But 
not for very long, because the 
next moment she woke up!

Iran cabinet

TEHRAN, SepL 2 (R) — An open row 
between Iran' s president and prime minister 
over who should sit in the cabinet was headed 
off Tuesday when parliament postponed a 
oonfinnarion debate. 

Prime Minister Mohammad Ali Rajai 
appeared briefly at the Majlis after talking 
late into the night with President AboUiassan 
Bani'Sadr to say the president now wanted 
more time to stt^y some notninations. Many 
of those named to the cabinet by Rajai on 
Sunday are young and relatively inexperi- 
enced revolotionaries and Bani-Sadr has 
openly challenged their fltness for office. 

Tuesda/ s postponement put off a coofiron- 
tation been Bani-Sadr and the Islamic 
Republican Party that dominates parliament. 
With Parlianienrs authority. Rajai ciuledon 
the president to resume talks on the cabinet. 
Inm's flrst formally constituted government 
since the Islamic revolution of February last 
year. 

Revolutionary leader MyatoDah Khomeini 
has refused to enter the quarrel and has told 
the two sides to settle it themselves. The IRP 
accuses Bani-Sadr of violating the constitu- 
tion by refusing to approve Rajafs cabinet 
Bani-Sadt's men say Rajai violated it by 
announcing hb team without presidential 
approval.

“The government commission is com- 
prehensively examining the joint terms of 
reference for an agreement worked out ear- 
lier,” the radio reported. “The demands put 
forward by the woricers are acceptable in 
their entirety. A government Gommissioo ts 
ready to sign an ag^ment with the inter- 
factory strike committee.” 

But two hours later, a spokesman for the 
government infonnation service Intexpress 
said the talks might continue“for hours.” He 
gave no further detail nor {novided any 
explanation for the apparent snag. 

Late Monday the of^al Polish news 
agency PAP reported that a tentative agree- 
ment had been reached between the govern- 
ment and miners for nine pits. But the follow- 
ing morning Warsaw Radio said the strikes 
were continuing in 18 mines and that Kopec 
had been sent to join the government 
negotiating team. 

Sources said the miners were holding out 
for written guarantees of their right to form 
independent trade unions, go on strike and 
obtain other benefits grant^ workers on the 
Baltic sea coast last weekend. The miners 
also were presring for unspedfred safety 
guarantees and changes in shift schedules, 
sources said. 

Officials refused to say how many of 
Poland's 250,000 coal miners were on strike, 
but unoffidal estimates put the figure around 
20,000. Another 10,000 workers in mine- 
related enterprises were also believed an 
strike, sources said. Western diplomats said 
the number of strikers was believed “substan- 
tial.” 

Tliere was no immediate word on why the 
i^reemem announced Monday night had 
broken down or whether miners were simply 
awaiting the sigoging ceremony bef^ 
returning to work. 

Poland earns a large share of its foreign 
exchange from coal exports and miners are 
among the hi^esi paid workers in the coun- 
try. The offidal news agency reported .late 
Monday that woriters at nine coal mines had 
reached tentative agrMment with the gov- 
ernment during negotiations during the day. 
It was unclear whether the agreement brolre 
down or whether other mines vrere involved. 

In aimoundng the tentative settlement, 
PAP said it was hoped the agreement with the 
miners would be signed Tuesday, thus end^ 
the labor crisis which began in early July wim 
the near doubling of meat prices. 

Poland's government had hoped to settle' 
the crisis by agreeing last weekend to sweep- 
ing d«nands made ^ strikers in the Gdansk 
and Szczecin areas. 

Under the agreement, workers were 
granted among other things the right to form 
their own “independent, self-governing trade 
union^' and to go on strike as a last resort in 
labor disputes.

Female Rasputinas ‘power^ 
may have cured Brezhnev 


MOSCOW, Sept. 2 (WP) — In a country 
so unequivooUy committed to “scientific 
sodalism,” the old Russian beliefs in supers 
natural and other mystical powers linger on 
with unusual persistence. 

A recent sensation here has been a “reaT' 
mirade healer from Tbilisi, in Soviet Geor- 
gia, who b said to have cured hundreds of 
people with the “biological force” in her 
hands. 

Her name b Dzhuna Davitbhvili and she b 
about 30. Although married to a Georgian, 
she b an Assyrian, a fact that for many people 
reinforces 1»lief in her “bionic” powers. 
According to folk legends, Assyrians are a 
people endowed witii m^c powers. An 
ancient people of die Middle East, a few of 
them survive in southern Russia along the 
Black Sea coast. 

AU thb may sound like the beginning of a 
story about a Soviet wonder woman, except 
that the exploits of Dzhuna, as she is widely 
known here, have been sanctioned by tiaie 
Kremlin. She b holding her seances at a gov- 
ernment clinic and many prominent Soviet 
figures are said to be among her patients. 

Ther are rumors that even President 
Leonid Brezhnev has sought her help. In fact, 
her minbtrations are said to be responsible 
for the noticeable improvement in his ph^- 
cal appearance earlier thb year when, aner 
years of decline, he appeared to be tbe pic- . 
ture of health and vigor. 

Davitishvilf s reputation for magical heal- 
ing piowers b not few. There have been 
numerous magic health healers in Russian 
bbtoiy. One notable figure was Rasputin, the 
“mad monk’ in the court of Czar Nicholas fl. 
The imperial couple believed Rasputin could 
cure their only son who sufiered from 
hemophilia. With entre to court, Rasputin 
subsequently acquired great {wlitical power. 

The Communists, with their insistence on 
the' scientific approach, have traditionally 
fought all sorts of quackery and supernatural 


powers. Thb time, it seems, OavitbhvUa's 
healing methods have won her powerful si^ 
porters not only in the political estabUsbment 
^ut among some important and widely 
respected members of the Soviet Academy of 
Sdmees. 

Recently, academidan Yuri Kobzaryev, 
who pioneered the development of radar for 
the Soviet Union, publicly endorsed 
Davitbhvila’s exploits as genuine — not a 
response to any mysticism that may be deeply 
rooted among her patients. 

Kobzaryev said that some healers are 
known to emanate electro-m^netic waves 
and that they make a physical rather than 
psychological affect on tbe patients. 

The endoisetoent appeared in Kosmai - 
Pravda. A reporter for that paper 
daimed to have witnessed a number of mira- 
cles. These induded Davitbhvila's revivii^ a . 
bouquet of dried roses by passing her l^d 
over them. 

He also reported that the woman placed 
her fingers on a box of dgarettes, raised h^ 
hand “and the box rose wit it.” 

Earlier this summer, another academy 
member, Alexander Spirkin. wrote an article 
in which he described an experiment per- 
formed by OavitishvDa. He smd that “ biolog- 
ical field force” from her hands dried out a 
trophic ulcer in 15minutesaf&ertbe baodi^BS 
were removed. But Spirkin b a philoso^er 
and hb article was interpreted as a signal of 
political approval of the miiade healer who 
otherwise would be in conflict with Moscow's 
offidal medical estabUshment. 

Most Soviet doctors are said to oppose 
Davitbhvila's methods as unsdentific. But 
the endorseiiAnt by Kobzaryev, a man of- 
genuine scientific aocoinplbhment wb^ 
enjo^ a great reputation here, suggesfe a 
division on the issue within the scientific elite. 

Meanwhile — despite her fee of $340 a 
session — there b a long waiting list of people 
seeking Davitishvila’s help.

Peking to tax incomes 


PEKING, SepL 2 (Agondes) — A prop- 
osal calUng for a 30 percent tax on afi Com- 
munist Chmese-foreigD joint ventures and an 
income tax on Chinese and foreigners earn- 
ing more than $547 a month \ras submitted 
Tuesday to China’s National People's Con- 
gress. Infonned sources said it was sure to ^ 
^iproved. 

The measure introduces personal income 
tax for tbe first time, but only 20 Chinese 
make enough money to pay it 

The proposal was coatainied in four draft 
laws d^ing with joint ventures taxes, per- 
sonal income taxes, marriage and nationality. 
Peng Zhen, vice chairman of the NPC staixi- 
ing committee, also proposed a constitutional 
amendment to abo&b fireedoms of speedi. 

Chinese leaders say the constitution 
already quarantees the right of free speech 
and say wafi posters were used to defame 
people during the Cultural Revolution. 

Tlie amendment — sure to be approved — 
>Kill mean an end to China's last “democracy 
wall” in a remote Peking ftrty. 

Tbe draft laws and constitutional amend- 
nieot will be discussed by more than 3,000 
deputies to the congress — China’s parlia- 
ment. They first were pressed by the Oom- 
raunist Party and con^es^oal endorsement 
b a foregone conclusion. 

Peng ^en said Chinese-foreign joint ven-^ 
tuies>^ next year be subject to a 30 per cent 
income tax, plus a local surtex of 10 per cent 
of the assessed tax. The actual rate be 

about 33 per cent If profits are remitted from 


China, another 10 per oeni tax will be 
imposcKi on tbe funds remitted, Pebg said. 

Peng said a separate taxation tyscem would 
be esta^Ushed for petroleum and natural gas 
joint ventures. He said the level of taxation b 
relatively low compared with other countries. 
The purpose, be s^, b to acquire advanced 
technology and know-how. 

Tbe personal income tax b believed to be 
aimed mainly at foreigners. Most Chinese 
workers earn about $55 a month and veiy 
few, posribty only 20. of the highest paid 
Chin^ officiate reach the $547-a-month 
ceiling, 

China ateo is revising a 1950 law which sets 
the age of marriage at 20 for men and 18 for 
women. Under the new law. the age would be 
rased to 20 for women and 22 for men. The 
marriage law also will require couples to 
practice frmily planning. China now insists 
on one-child families in order to control its 
population. China now has one billion peo- 
ple. Peng did not say bow the law would be 
enforced. 

Tbe draft la^^ateo makes divorce more dif- 
ficult According to tbe 1950 law, still in 
effect , divorce was grated if one party 
demanded it and medtetion foiled. The new 
law says there must be “complete alienation 
of affection” and efforts at reconciliation 
must have foiled before a divorce is granted. 

Under China* s new nationality law, Hiia| 
nationality will no longer be recognized. 
Overseas Chinese will bkvc to choose bet- 
ween Chinese and f^ign citizenship.
